The report of the Secretary of the In- 
erior exhibits the transactions of the (jov- 
•rnment with the Indian tribes. .Substan- 
ial progress has been made in the edu'-a- 
iou of the children of school age and In 
he allotment of lands to adult Indians. 
t is to be regretted that the policy of 
jreolting up the tribal relation and of deal- 
tig with tbe Indians as individuals did cot 
ppear earlier In. our legislation. Large 
enervations held in 
common and the 
nalntenance of the authority of the chiefs 
ind bund men have deprived the individual 
>f every incentive to the exercise of thrift, 
ind t ie annuity has contributed n favor- 
blu impulse toward a state of continued 
muperihm. 
Our treaty stipulations should be ob- 
erved with fidelity, and our legislation 
hould be highly considerate of the best 
nt crests of an ignorant and helpless peo- 
le.
